To teach a horse to pace take nine or 
ten pounds of lead, divide into four 
parts, equal to 3° inches by 4% in 
size; make two holes in each end of 
these leads; fasten two of them together 
and have them padded. Then fasten 


hind leg, just above the ankle joint. 
Ride your horse briskly with these 


time pulling each rein of the bridle al- 
ternately. By this means you imme- 
diately throw him into a pace. After 
you have in this way trained him to 
some extent, change your leaden 
weights to something lighter; leather 
paddings, or something equal to it will 
answer the purpose. Let him wear the 
light weights until he is perfectly 

trained. By adopting this sian you will 
speedily make a smooth and easy pacer 
of any horse.
